We ourselves think Russia 
is forcing exports in order to obtain 
machinery, metal, and other foreign 
goods which the Soviet needs for 
development plans. 


“The searcity and dearness’ of 
goods in the towns convince us that 
Russia has no real surplus of wheat, 
but grain always has been a great 
export staple, In pre-war times 
Russia exported grain to procure 
foreign necessities, and she is doing 
the same now, although it inflicts 
greater hardships on her people.”

BREAKFAST MUFFINS 


2 cups special cake flour, sifted. 
4 teaspoons baking powder. 


\% teaspoon salt 

1 egg, well beaten. 

% cup milk. 

4 tablespoons butter or other 


shortening, melted. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Combine egg and milk and add to 
flour, beating until smooth.
